G oes B a c k T o C o u n ty 
Illinois, through the state attor­ 
ney general, had conceded

much. The case now goes back to 
the Winnebago court. 
Both the main ruling and the 
Rutledge concurrence recited- the 
same circumstance* or alleged vio­ 
lation 
of constitutional 
rights. 
Marino, then IF x**ars old, only 
two years in this country from 
Italy and unable to apeak Eng­ 
lish, was sentenced 
to life' Im­ 
prisonment within a week of his 
Indictment. No attorney was ap­ 
pointed for him. He did not per­

Bread Or Freedom 
PRESIDENT TRUMAN’S message to Congrats 
asking 17 billion dollars to put Europe’s war- 
shattered economy into working order stated the 
issue of bread Tarsus freedom in these words: 
"The next few years can determine whether 
the free countries of Europe will be shit to pre­ 
serve their heritage of freedom. If Europe fells 
to recover, the peoples, of these countries might 
be driven into the philosophy of despair.” 
Seven years ago, Wendell Winkle used the 
same reasoning. In his unsuccessful bid for the 
presidency, he preached that “only the produc­ 
tive can be strong, and only the strong can bs 
free”. The United States became strong. It re­ 
mained free. It la deciding now to use a fraction 
of it* strength to save freedom in Europe, by 
helping Europeans to resume production. 
The penalty of failura would be to, push millions 
of Europeans further Into the "philosophy of 
despair” Which la Communism's only hope of 
success. When people have something to gain 
by remaining free, dictator! have a hard row to 
hoe. It's that simple. The moral foundation of 
liberty needs an economic sub-foundation to keep 
people 
from 
making 
desperate 
trades 
with 
tyrants for bread. 
That la all the Marshall plan la—a scheme to 
hold tyranny at bay by helping Europeans to be­ 
come strong, hence free. Th* Kremlin plan aims 
at the opposite. It's a scheme to hold liberty st 
bay by keeping Europeans from becoming strong, 
hence free. 
There can be wide differences of opinion about 
tbs money and time required to Rebuild European 
itrsngtlL B ut'anyone who argue* that th* re­ 
building isn't necessary must be prepared to deal 
with th* Kremlin's despotism that would lead 
surely to a war so expensive that the cost of ths 
Marshall plan would ba dwarfted in comparison.

things, It has caused a gray market In nails, 
which have been taken out of regular channels of 
supply because they apparently have been traded 
for scrap metal at (be source of manufacture- 
Muck steel-making and steel fabricating equip­ 
ment ha* been slowed down by shortages of scrap.

N THE LAST FOUR paragraphs 
his address last Friday night, 
Secretary Marshall set forth “the 
fundamental reason for the frus­ 
tration we have encountered in our 
endeavor to reach a realistic agree­ 
ment for a peace settlement”, it 
is also the fundamental reason for 
the Marshall plan. 
“In the war,” he said. “Europe 
was in a large measure shattered,” 
and therefore “a political vacuum 
was created”. 
There was a vacuum in Ger­ 
many; there was no German state, 
only a great mass of Germans. IU 
every country of eastern Europe— 
with the exception of Czechoslo­ 
vakia—there was a vacuum. Th* 
prewar governments and prewar 
regimes had collapsed and were 
discredited. In France, there was 
a vacuum. The Third Republic had 
fallen and the Fourth Republic did 
not quickly or easily establish it­ 
self. In Italy, there was a vacuum, 
where, for 20 years, Mussolini and 
the fascists had monopolized au­ 
thority. 
Thus, at the end of the war, there 
was no great European power abl* 
to play a leading part in th* settle­ 
ment of Europe. But besides that, 
there was a partial vacuum iu 
Great Britain, which, in saving it­ 
self and the whole free world, had 
come so close to exhaustion that 
It has not been able to play Its 
necessary part in th* settlement. 


IN THIS VACUUM, the Hovlet 
Union 
and

States— 
neither of them a European power, 


tory could be expected to take— 
that deep conflicts of Interest and 
purpose can be regulated, but not 
abolished, that agreement among 
rival powers need not wait until 
they all want the same thing.

Using the voice 
excessively does not appear to be 
important in causing this condition, 
( nor does a h e employment of alco­ 
holic bev "ages seem to be a fact­ 
or. None of the various chronic in­ 
fections seems to be related to’the 
karetosis. On the other hand, the 
condition seems to develop more 
often in those who have long-con 
tniued inflammation of the larynx. 
Another interesting idea is that 
it may he related to a lack of vita­ 
min A since it has been noted that 
persons who do not get enough 
of vitamin A. thickening of little 
areas on the skin may occur. 


ALTHOUGH THE appearance of 
a keratosis in the larynx may vary 
in all instances there seems to he 
one outstanding- symptom, namely 
change in the voice. This may con­ 
sist only in slight huskiness or the 
person may be very hoarse. Fre­ 
quent clearing of the throat is an­ 
other noteworthy symptom. 
No one form of treatment is ap­ 
plicable to ail of the patients with 
this disorder.

Guard Larynx Against Overgrowth 


JUST AS THE OUTSIDE of the body is covered with protective lin-
